HUGE DAIRY POOL 
FOR GREAT BRITAIN 


Stafd old England has created a 
surprise for those Canadians who 
have been kicking the pool idea 
around: by deciding to form a huge 
national dairy pool to handle all the 
milk produced in that country. A 
vote was recently held among the 
British farmers with the requirement 
that a twothird’s majority was nec- 
essary for the adoption of the plan. 
Actually 96.42 voted in favor of the 
scheme which becomes operative on 
January 1, 1934. With its national 
and regional pools the scheme will be 
one of the biggest undertakings in 
the United Kingdom. Fatmers will 
sell their milk throcgh the pools 
which will divide the profits among 
the participants according to the 


amount of milk each delivers.

DIVERT STREAM TO SAVE DUCKS 


Calgary, Sept. 15.—Damming of an 
irrigation ditch to divert water into 
Stobart Lake in an effort to save 
thousands of dying ducks was start- 
ed yesterday by the Canadian Pacific 
reilwayv at the instigation of the Al- 
berta Fish and Game society. 

Tests have proven’ that leeches 
were the cause of deaths among the 
wild fowl and it is believed raising 
of the lake level will spread the 
death-causing leeches. For this pur- 
pose, the water backed behind the 
dam will be turned into the lake.

Bryant, Minister of Public Works and 
acting Minister of Agriculture for 
Saskatchewan, told the directors’ 
luncheon of the Canadian National 
Exhbition. He said they are trying 
to bring about better conditions in 
rural life. 

“They have seen the dawn of a 
new day and in any matter which af- 
fectls agricuiitnire ‘the voice jf the 
western fiarmer will be heard,’”’ declar- 
ed ty” minister. The farmer who en- 
deavors to raise on his own farm the 
means of livelihood for himself and 
his family, and does not seek to gain 
wealth, is as a rule in a comfort- 
able position during the present ec- 
onomic conditions. 

‘It is not production, but distribu- 


tion, that is the chief difficulty. 
Falling prices -have failed to check 
the constantly increasing supplies 


and there is a growing belief among 
our farmers that something is rad- 
ically wrong with rural life,” said Mr. 
Byrant. ‘Agriculture must receive a 
higher reward ifor services render- 
ed.”

Memorial Service for Late Chief Bull 


Tuesday, September 12th, was a, 
great and noteable day in the history | 
of the Bull Reserve people. This 
marked the occasion of the passing 
away of the feloved and honored 
chief. A sumptuous feast was serv- 
ed at which some 80 people took 
part. Besides the regular course on 
the menu many dainties were passed 
around. After the meal the congre- 
gation moved to the church for a fit 
ting memorial service. Rev. Fred 
Benke, missionary, a friend of the late 
chief officiated. Some of the favor- 
ite songs of the departed one were 
sung, accompanied witr musical ins- 
trument. Rev. Benke spoke with 
much emphasis of the blessing a life 
in ‘Christ hs, taking Revelation 14:13 
as his text. He also called to memory 
some of the striking and endearing 
incidents in the life of the chief, hav- 
ing known him since 1918. The pres- 
en chief, Francis Bull, then spoke 
with feeling of his father and ex- 
pressed a desire to be worthy of him. 
Other prominent men, including 
Councillor Dan Minde, brought greet- 
ings and words of exhortation. It all 
showed in what high esteem the. chief 
was held. Truly he was beloved by

HEALTH AND DISEASE 

It qannot be emphasized too 
strongly that the mechanical  over- 
shadows the chemical in the human 
organism. The body is more a ma- 
chine than ta laboratory. 

Take, for instance, Wastro-intestti- 
nal troubles. What is the usual 
course of these cases? Isn’t it true 
that they go from doctor to doctor, 
each of whom give the disorder a 
different name? One says it is gall 
bladder infection; another, ulcer of 
the stomach; another, chronic ap 
pendix; another, adhesions. One 
gives medicine; another advises im- 
mediate operation; fanother puts 
the patient on a diet; another says 
nothing can be done. 

The functional capacity of all 
parts of the body depends upan 
their motive power. The heart, 
lungs, liver, {stomjach, intestines, 
kidneys, glamds, blood vessels, all 
Possess a certain amount of con- 
tractile tissue (muscle), swhich is 
the power behind their activity. 
The moment this structure loses its 
tone and elasticity the part ceases 
to properly function. 

Results of Redcced Motility 

Returning to our illustration— 
the gastro-intestinal system — what 
would follow? Food would be im- 


perfectly broken up because the 
stomach lacks motility. The cellu- 
lose envelope of the food cells 


would not be dissolved because se- 
creticn is defective. Digestion in 
the intestinal tract would be inade- 
quate because of sluggish propul- 
sion of the food and lack of diges- 
tive ferments. Absorption and as- 
similation wou'’d be defective and 
elimination of the residue would be 


curtailed,

HUGE ARSON CONSPIRACY 

The longest trial that has ever 
taken place at the Central Criminal 
Court, London, England, was con- 
;cluded on August 19, when sixteen 
{men who were charged with offences 
,0f conspiracy, arson and defrauding 
|fire insurance companies and Lloyd’s 
Underwriters, were sentenced. Ten 
offenders were found guilty and six 
had pleaded “guilty.’ Leopold Louis 
Harris, 34, iassessor, “the head and 
,front of this conspiracy,” Mr. Justice 
| Humphreys declared, was sentenced 
to 14 years penal servitude. Seven 
, sentences ran from three years to six 
‘years, and the others from three to 
twenty-one months. The insurance 
; companies believe they hiave been 
defrauded up to as high as £500,000 
a yearby this fraudulent machinery 
for arson in the burning of build- 
ings and properties. After long 
proceedings at Bow Street,  result- 
ing in commitments for trial the 
_main trial opened on July 4th. A 
; woman was at once found ‘Not 
, Guilty.” After a fortnight, six of 
; the accused pleaded guilty. The trial 
occupied 33 days and the judge's 
summing up to the jury took thir- 
teen hours. , 

“Grave suspicions had been enter- 
tained for ia long time past by in- 
surance companies and by Lioyd’s 
underwriters that many of the fires 
which occurred were not due to ac- 
cident. Though their suspicions 
were strong the difficulty was to 
confirm them. The companies were 
therefore forced to continue ‘to pay 
many claims) which they believed 
jto be fraudulent while the weight 
of evidence necessary to contest 
them wes lacking. Investigations 
were set on foot, however and, by 
the jexpenditure of !'much money 
and time and patient skill a mass 
of information was eventually pieced 
together. When the companies felt 
confident that they had _ sufficient 
evidence they placed the matter in, 
the hands-of the #itector of: Public 
Prosecutions. Out® Of these well-con- ; 
certed measures of self-defence arose 
the proceedings which have issued !n 
the sentences passed. 


“In brief, the usual method was_ to 
establish dummy businesses which 
were never meant to succeed and 
never had a chance of succeeding— 
“mere shells with warehouses,’ as 
‘counsel described them, which could 
be filled with stock consisting large- 
‘ly of more or less worthless goods. 
The stock was then  over-insured 
set alight, and, having been burned 
or badly damaged, was made the 
subject of claims which brought in 
;many thousands of pounds. These 
| claims were supported by fabricated 
invoices and receipts and every kind 
of false document. If a claim were 
made in connection with a genuine 
business; fhen the fraud would take 
the form of a very greatly exagger- 
ated claim in respect of loss or 
damage to stock. For greater secur- 
ity, arrangements were even made 
to bribe a surveyor whose duty it 
should have been to protect his em- 
ployers, the insunance companies, 
against just such persons as the 
| defendants. Yet another device, 
‘known as the “double fire method” 
was employed by the gang. When 
a oman ‘had become  uniimsurable 
owing to the number of fires on his 
property for which he lad claimed,

icents per hundred pounds had an ac- 


tual value of $2.50 per hundred 
pounds and the mixed supplement 
costing $1.33 per hundred pounds had 
an actual value of $3.68 per hundred 
pounds. Judging from the foregoing 
results, a mixed supplement is more 
apt to supply the necessary nutrients 
and mineral matter than a single sup- 
plement. 


Results of experiments at Lacombe 
have also indicated that while alfalfa 
meal has proven of value as a pro- 
tein and and mineral supplement in 
our winter experiments when the 
feeding of grain with 7 per cent al- 
falfa meal has been checked against 
the feeding of grain alone, it has not 
rated high in comparison with dairy 


by-products or tankage. Its high 
fibre content tends to cut down the 
gains. 

Although alfalfa meal will not re- 
place the dairy by-products or tank- 
age in the feeding of fall pigs for 
market, it will provide roughage, 
which is beneficial to brood sows. 
It may ba fed in racks or ground and 
fed with the grain. 


Growing use of chemical fertilizers 
in Canada is shown in the fact that 
there were 60 plants engaged in mak- 
ing mixed fertilizers and fertilizer 
materials in Canada in 1932, the out- 
put of which totalled 256,633 tons.

May it not be true ‘that perhaps

hand we reject new facts in favor of 
old itiusions, and new phile: -bies in 
favor of old superstitions and fetish- 
es. On the physical side we are 
alert, adaptable and hospitable to all 
innovations: which give us more val- 
ue for less exertion; while on the 
spiritual side we remain for the mest 
part torpid, unadventurous and cau- 
tious to the point of cowardice. Only 
after the old abuses, the old illusions 
and the old fetishes have brought 
about mass insecurity humiliation 
and starvation do we witness a clar- 
ification of the muddled tamgle of 
values—not by the steady rays of in- 
telligence, but by the blinding ex- 
plosion of long-pent emotions. 


This somewhat insolent accusation 
of our intelligence can be justified 
by a single example—a. simple com- 
parison between. Aviation as a factor 
in the development of the physical 
side of our civiliaztion and Mental 
Hygiene as a factor of the spiritual 
side.

fully as remarkable has taken place 
in the field of Psychology, giving to 
mankind a large body of serviceable 
knowiedge about the human = mind, 
how it can be kept healthy, and how 
it can be cured when it becomes sick 
or anti-social This new science, 
known as Mental Hygiene, is in fact 
concerned with the conservation for; 
citizenship of the thousands who, ow- 
ing to unstable temperament or delic- 
ate mental organization are likely to; 
become charges upon society either! 
criminally or otherwise. Yet it is 
safe to say that the science of Mentzal 
Hygiene has reeaived less public at- 
tention (as measured by newsprint) 
than a single isolat#d incident in the 
records of Aviation such as Mattern’s 
crash in Siberia. Are we as a people 
more interested in sensation than in 
wisdom? 

It is necessary for those who have 
the modeling of young personalities, | 
that is, for parents and teachers, to! 
remember that the very core or ment- 
al life is the self-regarding instinct, 
and that every person is bound, by, 
honest or crooked means, to put him- 
self in a favorable light in the eyes 
of his fellows. Self-respect is that 
mental and spiritual state of — equi- 
pose in which the individual can best 
assimilate his food, sleep his eight 
hours and work or play better than 
in any other. 

While’ most children (and adults 
too) have, fortunately, a pretty stable 
self-respect because on the whole 
they “stack up” well as members of 
society there are some whose dignity 
is subject to constant assault by cir- 
cumstances and who finally do be- 
come oppressed by feeling that they 
are inferior to their fellows. Because 
of defective hearing, sight. speech 
or limbs; unsightly hair or features; 
constitutional muscular  wealiness; 
stupidity in school subjects; having 
poorer clothes; less money and fewer 
privileges; having disreputable par- 
ents; being the butt of someone's 
chronic ill-temper—hecause of these 
and many other hanlicap:. certain 
children and adults are suffering an 
“inferiority complex” which is mak- 
ing life for them miserable and 1m- 
possible.
